which if a confident Quack had ſucceſs in 
the ſeeming Cure. but of half a ſcore, the 
Reputation mult be aſcrib'd to himſelf, and 
their Names ( with ten times more that he 
never faw or heard of ) together with their 
Diſcaſes, publickly put in print, to fill up his 
impertinent Pamphlet, to the Diſrepute and 
Damage of many worthy perſons. 
For, there are ſeveral Reaſons why, ſeveral 
men and womens Names, Abodes and Diſea- 
ſes ſhould not be publiſhed, eſpecially by the 
ſcandalous Pens of illiterate Empericks. And 
certainly *tis the Patients 1gnorance of the 
Laws againſt ſuch Libellous offenders, only, 
that ſuſpends their puniſhmeat. 
As to the great number of Names of pet- 
ſons pretended to be cur'd by theſe II], men, 
and copious Copies of yquching Epiltles, tn- 
ſerted in their Bills and Books, you ſhall not 
hear of the name of ſo much. as one-perfon

 Imuſt confels, 'twere a Wonder (neg 
0 
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ſo many thouſands that have been tempt- 
ed to meddle with their Medicines) it ſome 
of them ſhould not happen to be curd , or 
pretend tobe ſo ; if ſome of them ſhould 
not pen a Complement in praiſe of their Do- 
Qor, but that.perhaps not ſo much to pro- 
' mote his mtereſt as their own ; the diſeaſed 
(next to the indigent) being evermore the 
molt unwelcome Gueſts. 

But, ſuppoſe none of them ſhould do. ſo, 
how eahie is it to contriye it? for, what 
Quack cannot Create correſpondents 1a all 
Countries to compoſe literal Encomium's of 
his learned friend and -Phyfitian > whereas 
(in truth ) many of thaſe who pretend to 
much 1n their Bills and Books,are ſo far from 
any tolerable literature in the Greek Tongue, 
which is fundamentally neceſſary for the - 
underſtanding of the Art of Phyſick , that 
they never underſtood one line of Latine; 
nox can they, without help, pen their own 
Papers. 

Pardon me, ſome of them doubtleſs do, 
and I dare ſwear 'tis their own, 'tis ſo like 
them ; yet ſuch popular Non-ſenſe (themore's 
the pity ) Yerds beſt with the Vulgar, and 
Tenorance 1s-now adays become as neceſfary a 
qualification in Phyfick, as it us'd to be in 
Preaching. ' | 
- But, what need they the help of any Greek, 

or 
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or Letine Authors 2 for the greateſt Dunce, 

the moſt nonſenſical - Ignoramus amongſt 
them, will tell yqu that he knows more than 
Galen, Ariſtotle, or Hippocrates, thoſe Gy- 
ants in Phyſick and Philoſophy, to whom the 
moft eminent Phyſitians of this Age , will 
own themſclves to be but Dwarts , and, that 
they ſtand but on their ſhoulders : ; and that 
( notwithſtanding the undeniable Jate new 
zmprovements in Phyſick) moſt of the Rules, 

Methods and Medicines of the Antients are 
ſtill of neceſſary uſe and conſequence, in the 
euring of Diſeaſes 3 Nay, of the very Scur- 
vie, which theſe Pſeudo-Chymiſts lo much 
pretend to the Cure of ; and prate of the 
Newnelſs of that Diſeaſe, as it were but of 
yeſterday, and that their new-invented Me- 


lth diciges only, can cure It. 


But, the Truth 1s, and all able modern 
Phyſitjans concur, that the Scarbute, Scelor 
 tyrhe, or Scurvie, hath been as antient in 
England, and other maritime Countries, as 
the very firſt Inhabitants :- And, that ever 
fince men were mortal, and ſubje& to Di- 
ſeaſeg, the Climate and Temperature of the 
Air did diſpoſe the blood and humours of 
thoſe who breatk'd it, to that Diſcraſie or ill 
temper which we now call the Scxrvie, and 
ſorendred it a Malady Epidemical. Which 
' Diltemper, and all others, theſe men of Gon- 
fidence 
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fidence pretend to cure with their own new 
invented -Arcanums, Which, for the moft 
part , are compoſed of Mercury ; Which ts 
Dick filver, or Antimony, or both : the Ad- 
miniſtration whereof, too often brings ſlight 
Diſtempers, into dangerous and mortal Di- 
ſcales. "4 

Nay, I dare affirm and juſtifie, that Mer- 
cxry , though never fo carefully kill'd, (as 
they call it) which is commonly made up 
into Pills, with other Catharticks or Furging 
Ingredients ( and given as a Specifick again 
Gonorrhea's and all YVenereal Diſtempers ) 
does abſolutely poyſon the body, and infe&t 
it with the very Pox, (if I may properlyſo 
' ſay) and makes more work for Chyrurgeons 
and Hoſpitals, than Ars in his Tragick, and 
Venws in her moſt laſcivious Drels. 
 *Tis dangerous Mercurial Medicines that 
torture the poyſon'd Patient with horrid 
Pains, Pangs, and intolerable Twinges in the 
Head, Shoulders, Arms, Thighs, Legs, and 
other parts. 'Tis Mercury, that helliſh Com- 
panion, that lurks, ſometimes many years, in 
the languiſhing Body, flying about till at aſt 
it fouls the Bones, ſinks the Noſe, and pro- 
duces ſuch ſad and diffnal Effe&s, 

I further aſſert, 'tis a groſs Erronr in thoſe 
who think they can allay, or carry off this 
Devil with any kinde of Concomitant Cg- 
thartich,

thartick, though never ſo ſkilfully managed : 
for Eye-experience (that infallible miſtriſs) 
hath often ſhew'd us,that in open'd Bodies,the 
very Mercury (in ſpecie) hath been left be- 
hind, . reunited into the bigneſs of pins heads, 
of ſeveral ſizes, in nas pare of the poy- 
ſon'd Carcaſe, Whenas it was (nevertheleſs) 
as carefully and judiciouſly kill'd, and mixt 
with as ſuitable Purgatives, as the moſt exqui- 
fite Artiſt could contrive. 

Some of theſe miſerable mortals were 
judged to die of a Lethargy, fome of the 
Gout, Rheumatiſne, Palſte, others of Frenzy, 
Griping in the Guts, &c. when, intruth, 'twas 
nothing elſe but meer Mercxry that murdered 
them. It is an old laying, that Agercary cures 
the Pox, but what cures Mercury ? | 

But, no wonder that crude Mercery ſhould 
be ſo unwelcome a Gueſt, when that deli- 
cate Preparation call'd Afercarizs dulcis, 
fam'd for its harmleſs and cafte operation, 
ſhould, in ſome? Conſtitutions, not be admini- 
ſtred without apparent danger, (vis. in 
{uch bodies ( faith the learned Sennertas ) 
whale Stomachs and Bloud abound with fluid 
ſalts, and are troubled: with a pungent ſharp 
Liquor or Juice, as thole generally are that 
have the Scurvie. 

To ſuch, I ſay, it may probablyfall out to 
be of ill conſequence, ſince there is danger 

that 
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that in the Stomach (which abounds with Y7- 
triolick, Salts) the dulcited Mercury, ( by 
ſuch extreme Acidity) may be again reduced 
to be Corroſtve. | 

And,the Ingenious Dr.Caftle, in his Chymi- 
cal Galenift faith,he hath obſerved that there 
is leſs danger (in this dangerous Medicine) 
when adminiſtred to Children, (whole (to- 
machs abound with Crudities) than to r1

their deſtructive Doſes, which reach even to 
Poſterity , deſtroying Nature , waſting the 
Genital juice, and affecting Mankind with 
incurable Sterlity.
